WHAT'S COOKIN' AT ni.ACKFOOT? 

When a demand Is made for invesllgatlon 
ol some public institution right at the time 
of an election, it is only natural to suspect 
lhat It has political implications. 

On the eve of the Idaho primary election. 
Mrs, Helen J. Miller, state representative 
from Elmore county and a member of the 
house committee on cbnrUable and penal In- 
stitutions; made charges to the effect that 
certain Inmates at the state hospital at 
Blackfoot had received "brutal" and ■'inhu- 
man" treatment. 

Now. after two of the three accused of- 
ficials at the hospital have Ueen acttultted 
of the original clwrRCS, Mrs. Miller hns re- 
newed her protests, suggestlnp a special in- 
vestlgation of the' hospilal from Ihe "Inside 
out." 

She has related several rather gruesome 
Incidents as the basis for an investigation, 
while Governor Bottolfscn on the other hand 
has described the whole affair as having "a 
bad political flitvor." 

To our way of tliinking, it's regrettable 
that Issues of this kind usually arc held in 
abeyance until election lime. The lact that 
Mrs, Miller Is state vice chairman of the 
Democratic party may have no bearing on 
her demands for nn Investigation, She may 
lie sincere In her actions, and the timing of 
her charges may be merely coincidental. 

All that being as it may, the charges are 
serious nevertheless. II patients are receiving 
the kind of treatment Mrs. Miller complains 
of, then nn investigation should be made — 
and Immediately. 

In any event, wo hope this mess gets past 
the "slinky" stage in short order. Let's have 
an investigation and get it over with. It the 
patients at Blnekfoot arc beloE mistreated 
the people of Idaho should know it. if any- 
one is using this issue as a means of playing 
politics, the people have a right to know that 
also.
